2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record taught or suggested the joining of two silicon parts with a mixture of a 
silicon powder and a silica bridging agent (a chemical agent which when annealed to an 
annealing temperature vitrifies to form a silicate glass) as a binding agent for joining the 
two silicon parts together wherein the mixture was applied between the parts and the 
assembly annealed to join the parts together. Japanese Patent 05-175319 suggested 
the formation of a silicon boat fomied from silicon material, however the use of the 
specified bonding agent is not disclosed in the reference.
